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FOCYED 0T A

Central Traction Cars May
Not Run for Six Weeks.

FAULTY ROLLS THE CAUSE

A Vault Most be Built at the Cor-
ner of Francis Street.

IT IS NOT AN EXPENSIVE ROAD.

After almost daily announcements for
several weeks that the Central Traction Live
would have its cable cars in operation ““to-
morrow, sure,” it is now stated on reliable
suthority that the line will not beready for
operation for a month or six weeks A
mistake myde in the construction at the
upper end of the lie is responsible for the
delay.

The chief engineer of the company is now
in the East, superintending the construction
of special machiners. This will ha ve to be
made, shipped to this city, and placed in
position. Uantil this is done the company
cannot run its cars,

The misiake made in comstruoction was ai
the corner of Herron svenue and Francis
street. The lstter thoroughiare is better
kzown to the older residentz of the city as
Dickey’s Jane.

AN AWEWARD GRADE.

At the point where Francis street inter-
gects Herron avenue thereis a “dip.”” On
esch side of the “*dip” is s long hill. When
the upper cable was tried it was found that
the tension both ways pulled the csble up
from the pulleys uatil it was in great danper
of being forced up through the slot mils
Thiz was not only weariog on the cable, bat
there was & first-class chance of it tearing
up the street. It would be supposed that
the weight of the cable would keep it down
on the rollers, but, lik= s cork in the waler,
it persisted in bobbing wup, greatly o the
distress of the engineers.

After thinking of several schemes to sur-
mount the difficulty, Chief Engineer Rice
concocted o plan. He burriedly left last
might for Pottstown, Pa., to secure mas-
chinery that wonld hold the cable down.
His intention isto get & set of pulleys a0
construeted that it will be ampossible for
the rope 1o jump them.

It was stated vesterday byan officer of the

company that a vault would have to be"

built at the "‘dip.” The eable will pass
under the pullers about in the same manner
that the lower rope now goes under the
esble ot the Pittsburg Company at Wood
and Grantstreets. When & car comes up to
the vault the gripman wiil have to release
his hold on the cable.
HOW IT WILL WORK.

The covering over the wvault will be so
construcied ihat the grip will slide from un-
der the cable. The momentum of the car
will carry it over the break, and the cable
will be taken up us soon as the car gets over
the vault, The officers of the company are
tired of spewering questions abont how soon
the cars will be rusning, and the last dela
will not sweelen their tempers. They as
the people to be patient, and they will do all
they can to get the line into operation. The
work oo the vault will take at least a month
to construet.

A call was made by & DISPATCH reporter
at the residence of George I. Whitney, on
Breckenridge avenue, for the purnose of as-
certaining whena the road would be in opera-
tion. Mr. Whitney looked as if he had
heard the same question thousands of times
before, and be was not taken wholly by sur-

riee. He said:

“IT 1 have been askad ‘wheo will the road
be running ears? once, I have heard it at
least 35000 tumes. I have been worried
almost sick by persops who probably
thought thut we conld do physical impossi-
bilities. I thought that we wonld be run.
ning sure this week, but an unforesesn acei-
dent has prevented this. We are having
some trouble at the corner of Francis street,
owing to the peeuliar grade of the street,
The pullevs, which are broad, massive
pieces of machivery, could not hold the
esble down, and, as a result, the rope wounld
Jjump up to the top of the condui:.

COSTLY AND INCONVENIENT.

“Mr.Rice left this evening for the East to
place the orders for new pulleys. It will
take some time to get them bere although
they will be sent by express. This will cost
considerably more than if shipped by
freight, but the expense isnothing compared
o the delay. As soon 85 we get the pulleys
n position we will be ready tostart. I
would pot express an opinion as to when
this will be. If I set = date the publie
would expect the cars to be running on that
day. If something else turned up to throw
ur back, there would bea howl. People ex-
pect that I ean go out, snd by putting my
shoulder to the wheel, as it were, could
start the enrs. While I wounld like to see
the road in operation, we cannot accomplish
phyrical impossibilities,”

Mr. Whitney got so gick and tired of
being asked when the cars wounld be run-
ning that he would zo omt of his wavto
escape the bores who questioned him. When
g:i.:s home in the evening, instead of

ing & Wylie avenue car on Fourth
avenue, he wounld walk up to Fifth avenne
and take a traction car. He would ride out
to Pride strest and then walk up Fuolton
street to Center avenue. He wonld then
got on & Wylie avenue car and ride home.
Very often, when comfortably seated in a
Filth avenue car, some one would come in
snd throwing himself leisorely down beside
Mr. Whitner, wonld ask, “When will that
rosd ot yours be ruoning?’ Mr. Whitoey
eould look cheerful and smile as he an-
ewered, while his hands instinotively reached
for an ax, or some other weapon o smite the
qnmonnr.

About the worst shock Mr, Whitoey got
was when “Billy"" Flinn asked him, in his
artless way, why be didn't run the cars. In
view of the fact that Mr. Flinn was the con-
sractor, and the work was deluyed on ne-
count of the Johostown flood and other
causes, the sarcesm is appareut.

COST OF THE ROAD.

The cosi of the line was about $80,000 per
mile of single track. This is mnnidmgley
below the cost of the other two cable lines
inthiseity. In the first place, Booth &
Fiion were the contractors. They built the
other two lines, and, baving the experience,
they had matters more simplified and could
bid closer than on the Fifth avenue or Peon
avenue lines. The iron did not cost them
ss much a5 on the other roads. The slot
rails and track rails they were able to get
sor 6 or $8 per ton less, on scoodint of the
fron market being low. The yokes and
econduits also cost enusiderably less.
It is estimated that the Fifth aveoue line
eost $100,000 per mile.

James A. Chambers was asked yesterdny
when the Birmisgham line would be run-
ning with their new power. Mr. Chambers
is one of the owners ol the road, and asid:
“We have not yet decided what power we
will use. I am in favor of & cable road, but
Mr. McKee would rather have an electiric
Jine, Weare now watching the Pleasant
Valley line. If they get along all right we
may adopt that system ol eleotricity, A
eable road is worer and better in every way,
but the cost is =0 enormous thal we are
rather partinl to the electric power. We
cannot do any work until spring anyhow,
and we have until thea to decide the mat-
m.ll

A GIGANTIC STRIKE.

Seveniy-Five Thonsand Miners Ex
pected to Go Out Next Spring,

WBRYDE AFTER THE OPERATORS.

Glass Manufacturers Mest to Form Their
Tableware Trust,

THE COMBINATION I8 NOW ASSURED

Patrick McBryde, ex-Secretary of the
Miners’ National Progressive Union and
member of the Executive Board of the
Upited Miners—the new organization—is in
the eity for the purpose of making the ar-
rangements for the anoual conference with
the operators. He arrived in town yester-
day, and will be in this vicinity for a week
or more. His presence will be the means of
insugurating the annusl seale trouble, and
this year sensational developments are
looked for, Mr. MeBryde says unless the
operators of Penosylvania, Ohio, Indiana
and Illinois come together and sign the
scale, the greatest coal miners’ strike ever
seen in this country will take place. It
makes no difference whether the Pittsburg
operators are willing to grént the sdvance
or not. The four Btates must sot together,
or & shutdown will be called by the miners’
representatives, This will throw 75,000
miners idle.

WESTERN OPERATORS DOXN'T CARE.

On nocount of the failure of oneof the
strikes and the purtinl success of the other
in Illinois and Indinos, the operators hav-
ing gained o victory and nof caring whether
they run their mines with union or non-
union men, they bave given notioe in & sort
of a way that they will not conier with the

miners’ committee, In past years it has
been the custom to settle the rate of wages
for the miners in the four States at a meet~
ing of what was ealled the Inter-State
Board. Mr. MeBryde is Becretary and
Alexander Dempster, of this city, President
of the board. Whenever a difference of
opigion arose in to a differential
rate in certain loeslities, this was generally
settled by making the price lower in these
localities. The operators in Indians and
I1linois ignored the seale by forcing a redue-
tion. It took them five months in one case
aund seven in the other to do it. Now they
will nos comfer in regard to mext yesr's
seale.

At the ﬁint convention of the N, P. U.
and K. of L. miners in Columbus, SBecretary
McBryde was elected s member of the Ex-
excutive Board, and ordered to make the
preliminary arrsugements with the Pitts-
burg operators. The present scale, which is
73 cents per ton for mining, uﬂm'nbom

Aypril 30, and unless a new scale is made by
May 1, the :
MINERS WILL QUIT WORK.

Invitations will be sent to the oparators
in Indiapa and Illinois to attend the inter-
State conference. If they arenot present no
conference will be held. The Pittsburg
operators may think this 1s taking an unfair
advantage of them by making them suffer
for what the Illinois and Indiana operators
are to be blamed. This, it is claimed, can-
not be belped, asit is the only way the
united minera have at their command to get
the Indiana and Illipois -people to pay
higher wages. It is expected ' that the in-
fluence of the Pittsburg operators will have
enough effect on the others to make them
come within the fold. The officials of the
miners are sorry they did not try this means
of forcing & settlement of the atrike in the
two States. In speaking of the matter, Mr.
MeBryde said:

“My instructions are that unless the oper-
ators in Indiana and Illinois attend ihe in-
ter-State conference and grant the advance,
no conlerence will beheld. I am mow in
communieation with the Pittsburg employ-
ers in regard to our annunal meeting. 1f the
Western operators refuse to treat with us,
we will refuse to treat with the employera in
Penosylvanis and Ohio. In the event of
their refusing to attend our conference with
the operators in the two latter Staites, we
will shut down every miine we can in Pean-
sylvanin, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois.

AN ARMY ON STRIEKE.

“Thia would put 75,000 men on strike. Of
eourse there is not one-half of this number
of men organized; but it is not for
them io be in any organization. If we have
ten union men in a mine we ¢an control that
mine. The non-union men always work in
symputhy with the others.  Thay obey the
mandstes of the union and act with us in
everything. Consequently it would be an
easy matter to call themout. I this bad
been done in the last strikes in Indiana we
would not have lost them.

Mechanics Want the Library Free
, From Political Influence.

ACTIOK OF A NORTHSIDE COUKCIL.

The City Property Committee Confromted
With a New Question.

IT HAS NO POWER TO RENT MUSIC HALL

The sgitation over the future control of
the Oarnegie Library, to be opened for pub-
lie inspection to-dav, has been given s fresh
impetos. The matter has been taken up by
the American Mechanies. At the last reg-
nlar meeting of Colonel J. C. Hull Couneil
No. 56, the following preamble snd resolu-
tions were nnanimously adopted:

‘WHEREAS, The Councilmen of Allegheny
City, as represented in the City Com-
mittae of Belect and Commmon Councils, seem
Inclined to exciude from the futare control of
the magnificent free library and music hall
presented to Allegheny City by Mr. Andrew
Camegie any represantatives of the education-
al element of sald eity, and

Whereas, The only proper taxation to be
levied for the permanent maintenance of said
free library and music hall must be lavied by
action of the Allsgheny Board of S¢hool Con-
n-od‘l.nprcﬂdndlnmu; of Assembly in 1872
An

Whereas, The Junior Order of United Amer-
fcan Mechanics feels it its special provines to
jealously guard the Interests of education as
exemplifisd in the common school system, and,
as an order, is firmly convinced that the Alle-
gheny High and Ward schools should sustain
the closest possible relations to the free li.
brary, and that the future control of the insti-
tution should be entiraly removed from the
exigencies of politica, He it therefore

HResolved, That our representatives (n Coun-
¢il be and are hereny reqoested to 5o constitute
the permanent organization of the Library
Commission as to give representation to the
ms government, the Board of 8Bchool Control,
and such citizens as Mr. &, the ganerous
domor of the building, may te,

HResolved, That & copy of the foregolng be
sant to all counoils fn ﬁfe‘hqny for approval,
al;d thereafter forwarded as s petition to clty

THEIR ACTION APPROVED.

The action of Colonel J. C. Hull Couneil
has been approved by the State Councilor,
J. P. Winnower, of Lancaster, Pa., and
State Vice Councilor Stephen Collins, of
this city. There are 23 other eouneils of the
Mechanies in Allegheny, to which the doeu-
ment will be forwarded to-dsy. These con-
tain & combined membership of nearly 5,000
men, awong whom sre many of the leading
officials and citizens of Allegheny.

National Representative A, i'.. Solomo
who introduced the resolution in Colone
Hull Council, said yesterday: “By our
action we do not mean that the Mechanics
want to be represented on the committes
that is to mansge the library. I don’t be-
lieve that there are sny men better adapted
to manage and look atter the building than
the City Property Committee, but I be-
lieve that the greatest ecare should

observed in seleoting the men
who are to be respomsible Jor
the lilerary feature of the institution. The
ordinance now pending, providing for a spe-
cial library committee, does not allow any
representation outside of Councils, Thein-
terest the Mechanics have in this matter is
simply this: We feel that the library, being
an educational institution, ought to be in
some degree under the control of a commis-
gion representing the educationsl interests
of the eity.”

5,000 MEX INTERESTED,

State Vice Councilor Stephen Collins
said: “The Jr. O, U. A. M. spesks in this
matier because the organization comprises
in the eity of Allegheny about 5,000 eciti-

young Americans, who naturally
have a decided interest in sny publie pro-
Jjeot in that city, and, as members olp an
order one of whos: main chjects is the ad-
vancement of free education. We expect
to see the OCarnegie Library become
what Mr. Carnegie evidently intended
it to be—an neational power—and
we want to see it entirely removed from po-
litical influences, Those men elected by the
citizens to control the ecity should have &
share in the management of the Carnegie
Library and Music Hal], but the setive con-
trol of the library should be in the hands of
the pablie school authorities and some of the
prominent citizens who are in barmony with
Mr. Carnegie’s views and members of
City Councils, It should be saved from the
bad effects of a management which will
change every year and which will neces-
sarily be politieal and the sppointments
would naturally savor of spoils.

‘1 notice that in the conditions named by
Mr. Carnegie in his gift to this city, that of
a committes ot 21 he provides for 12 of the
members being well known citizens of the
county named by himself, besidea the Pres-
ident of 1he Central Board of Education and
other city offirials. * He has evidently
adopted this plan o avoid any such contro-
versy as has arisen over the future control
of his gift to Allegheny.”

A NEW PHASE TO CONSIDER,

The City Property Committee, of Alle-
ghuy, had a new phase of the Carnegie Li-
rary qnution to confront last night. The
Ladies' Aid Society, of the Arch Street M.
E. Church, presented a petitionjlor the use of
the hall on March 1, snd the Home for the
Priendless February 28, Both offered to
pay $100 for the privilege, and it was
ted them at that rate considerable
iscussion as to the power of the committee.
Mr, Lahugh asked for the use of the hall on
February 22 for the Jr. 0. T, A. M. to give
8 free entertainment.

Mr. Dahlinger snggested that it be
granted nt the same terms as to
the other organizstions. Mr. Labugh did
not know what the mechanies wanted ex-
actly, but, after consultation with & gentle-
man in the lobby, he withdrew his request.

Mr. Dahlinger from the Conference Com-
mittee presented the repors ol the meeting
of the committee with the representations of
the Board of Controllers, as previously pub-
lished. Mr. Lare moved to receive and file
the report and that the committee adhere to
its former aotion. This meant t the
Controllers would have no voice inthe man-
agement of the library, DMr. Kennedy
moved to amend by receiving and filing.
The amendment was adopted; and Mr. Ken-
pnedy moved to postpone farther action un-
til after the building is in possession of the
city. Mr. Lare moved to adjourn. r.

nnedy accepted the motion with a laugh
and the committee separated.
